The model church is one in 
which peace, harmony and love 
prevail, and each member cot 
only prays "Our Father who art 
in heaven," but esteems each 
member hie brother or siater. If 
he it "Oar Father," then we are 
brothers and sisters, and as 
brothers and Bisters, the interests 
should be one, the joys one, and 
the sorrows one. 

The model church service is 
one in which all the members 
take a part While the singing 
is in progress, each member is 
engaged. It he is not able to 
sing, bis eyes are busy in watch- 
ing the lines as each "is lilted on 
high in strains of melody ; it he 
is unable to see, then his ears are 
attentive to hear, and it be is un- 
able to hear then he catches the 
inspiration that fills the souls of 
others. No one sits idle with bis 
eyes, ears, mouth and heart clos- 
ed. When tbe Word of life is 
read there is attention, as the 
truths of salvation go out from 
the reader's lips, and tbe mind is 
engaged in contemplation instead 
of watching for faults and errors 
made by the reader. While the 
prayers are being ottered, each 
one is praying in his heart also, 
instead of thinking about the 
sins of this brother and tbe folly 
of the other. The model church 
makes its most wise and good 
man its ruler whether he is its 
most able speaker or not, and 
then each individual is subject 
to hie ruling. He is a brother 
who is not selfish, avaricious, 
vain nor foolish. He is compe- 
tent to judge correctly, and if 
brethren have differences, they 
go to him and aak to know what 
is right between them, and each 
one submits his case with all 
confidence, and receives the de- 
cision with gladness, believing 
it is right and good for him to 
abide by it. He is not slip Son - 
gued, and confidence is placed in 
him, and when a brother or sister 
has something they cannot tell 
to others with safety, and is a 
burden to keep a secret, they 
find in him a person to whom to 
reveal their difficulties, and a 
sympathizer in distress. 

The model church has no jeal- 
ousies. No member works open- 
ly or privately against the inter- 
est of another, because they are 
brethren, and lor this reason no 
one has any cause to suspicion 
that a brother is about to take 
advantage of him, or to surmise 
that a private scheme is being 
carried forward to injure him. 
The model church is not an- 


noyed with unholy ambitions. 
Each member ie contented to do 
the work that belongs to his eta 
tion, and feels that it is the most 
honorable ot all, and takes great 
pride in doing it perfectly. The 
one who is doing the hardest 
work feels that be is in no way 
better than the door-keeper, and 
that he is only doing his duty, 
and ia not to be esteemed above 
the most humble. His ambition 
is to move the Lord's work 
along, and he does not condemn 
himself as Nebuchadnezzar did 
when he exclaimed : "Is not this 
great Babylon that I have built ?" 

There are many other interest- 
ing characteristics belonging to 
the model church which we must 
pass for the preeent. We can 
only add that such a church ia a 
power in any community, and a 
safe retreat for those who (are 
tormented with temptations. 
The member of this church 
prizes his hope of glory above all 
'earthly treasures, and looks up 
on hie seat in the sanctuary with 
the sentiment in his heart that 
it is one of the dearest spots on 
earth to him, and the service in 
which he participates as a sym- 
bol of that which shall be enjoy- 
ed in heaven after temptation, 
sin, distress and anguish shall be 
no more in the abode of the 
righteous and the sources con- 
sumed by unquenchable firee. 

What unspeakable comlort 
there would be in the profession 
of gospel religion it profeseors 
were diligent in their endeavors 
to be model church members, 
and to clean their minde from all 
jealousies, hatred, envy, unholy 
ambitions, false pride and u»- 
eanctified oovetousness. Such 
members of the body would be 
as vines planted in a fruitful 
hill and as trees planted by tbe 
rivers of water. Their treasures 
would be in heaven and their 
heart* would be also.

Abraham Cassell, who re- 
sides in Harleysville, Pa., wrote 
an article about tbe use of the 
abbreviation "Rev.," which is 
printed in another part of the 
paper. It is pretty middling 
sharp, and now as he is interest- 
ed about titles, possibly he will 
assist us to decide on what to do 
about the matter. 

Oar blessed, aged brother is 
very favorable to the abbreviation 
"Eld." or "Bro." Bro. is a very 
nice nick-name and we love it 
too, but it is like Eld. ; it does 
not always apply. Occasionally, 
persons who are in sympathy 
with the Brethren Cause, are 
good writers and their friends 
request them to write a report 
of a meeting. Those persons 
are trained up in the common 
customs of tbe country; and 
when they write, they write as 
every body else does — as they are 
in the habit of speaking. 
. Now, persons who sustain such 
a relation to the Brethren chnrch 
won Id write a lie it they would 
write "Bro," because they are 
mem bete of no church ; and then 
we thought "Eld." was ment to 
apply to a class of ministering 
brethren who hold a higher of- 
fice and have been ordained, and 
as there are persons in the Breth- 
ren church who have not been 
advanced to the higher office, 
and yet preach, it might be 
making a correspondent tell an 
untruth to change his manuscript 
so that it would read "Eld." 

Will our dear brother tell as 
how to fix this trouble ? 


Eld." is a very nice appella- 
tion and it is moat dear to those 
bo have been brought up in 
the nee of it. Bat it was never 

spoken by Christ and tbe Apos- 
tles never heard of it. For 
hundreds ol years atter Christ it 
wee never used as a title of dis- 
tinction to point out a Christian. 
It is of pure Anglo -Saxon origin, 
and in due time tbe scriptures 
were translated into the language 
that people talked, and among 
others, one word was translated 
Elder. Now our brother allows 
himself to be mortified about 
our failure to use a word as a 
title of honor in print, that 
Oh riet never saw, heard of or need 
while he was on earth, or not 
one ot his apostles after him. 
If those Conservative brethren 
would come this way, we would 
shame them out of countenance. 
The word that stands for Elder 
in the scriptures as they were 
originally written, is 1'rubvUros,

say and write, Prea. Holsinger, 
Pree. Mallott, Pres. Kidenour. 

We would desire our blessed 
brother to help to fix this matter 
up.
